On February ith the firat and second 
defendants’ met together: in Shum Chun 
and made arrangements for bombs to be 
delivered to them in Hongkong. The first 
defendant was ta come to Hongkong first 
and the woman was. to come afterwards 
and ,bring the-bomhs.

The two women were. arrested about 
one o'clock on March Qnd in room No. 10 
of a hoarding house near the New Western 
Market. At about 9.20 the same day the 
male defendant had been to the board- 
ing house and arranged for a room,’ this 
room being No. 10.on the first floor. He 
brought with him a@ rattan ‘basket, which 
‘was carried up to his room’ by one of the 

‘hoarding house ‘attendants. The first 
defendant remained in the boarding house. 
and about 11:50 the same morning two- 
women arrived and enquired for the first 
defendant.

POISON IN. DUCK EGG. 


RARE, BACILLUS'S FIRST ENGLISH

: Some“rémarkablo evidence regarding a 
death germ.in a duck’s egg, which was. 


described as the first-case.of ita kind“in fF 


the United Kingdom, was ‘given rt 
gently “at on inquest held at Stepney. 
by Dr, R. L. Guthrie, the East London 
Coroner, on the body of a single’ woman 
named, Selina Vogt (24), of Milo End. 
Dy. Guthrio stated that when he opened 
his enquiry he had received a letter from 
some person’ who alleged that the young 
woman had died from poison. ‘his 
allegation a post-mortem exsminbtion 
proved to be untruc, but ‘as the doctor 
had found death, to have been the result. 
of “acute gastro-entcritis and toxmmia, 
which could have been brought about by 
food or metallic poisoning, the Corner 
have the stomach 
analysed. . os 
Air, John Webster, Home Office analyst, 
now stated there was no trace of metallic 
sort, but there had been 
found.n bacillus oertrycke in enormous 
quantities in the organs, and he was ‘of 
that this could safely be pre- 
sumed to have been the cause of the 
trouble which led to death. vad 2 5 
The mother of the young woman stated 
that on December 23rd her daughter and 
four other. members of the family had 
a mea! consisting of ducks’ eggs. Her 
‘aughter ‘had hud nothing to eat for

, Dr. D. L. Thomas, Medical Officer of 
Health ‘for Stepney, stated that . the

* "yo. PREVIOUS CASES IN ENGLAND. 

“Bacillus ‘aertrycke, said. the witness, 
was ‘one of the Baertner’ group: usually 
aszociated with food poisoning from eat- 
ing meat, the symptoms usually appear- 
ing within, twenty-four’ hours of the food 


being partaken of, although..symptoms 


might appear almost at once. It was 
relatively ‘heart-resisting, so that boiling 
for a time did not destroy the toxicity. 
The ordinary boiling or {frying which 
the eggs underwent in cooking was not 
sulfejent. e : 
As far as be could make ou'there had 
been ne fecord in the United Kingdom of 
any cases. of food poisoning from eggs, 
but in French literature there were some 
cases gf food poisoning in which ducks’. 
eggs were implicated. An American bac; 
teriological | investigator—Rosenberger— 
found coli bacilli in eggs, and he was 
the only one that witness had found who 
bad fecorded any investigations on the 
There was no doubt that bacteria 
could penetrate the shell into the egg, 
and if coli bacilli: would do so the 
aertrycke bacillus could do so. also. : 
The clinical symptoms.and post-mortem 
appearance of the internal organs were 
typical of food poisoning: ‘This diagnosis 
was confirmed by the isolation of. the 
bacillus nertrycke: This bacillus was 
only found in méaty food”, The only food 
of that nature that the girl had partaken 
of during the thirty hours before she was 


| taken ill was a duck/s egd, which had been 


fried. It was true that other: members 
of the family partook of,duck’s eggs, but 
‘cach egg'was a complete’meal—that was 
to any, the egg ‘was. separaté ond distinct 
from the. other eggs and no one partook 
of a share of her egg. She did not eat 
any food during the forty-eight hours 
alee her illness of which other 
persons di not ent, No. other persons 
had suffered from ‘food poisoning either 
int her family or among the employees of 
the firm where she worked.
